Oaim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sparks'791 in 
view of any of Brendel, et ar299, Yannas'289, and Orton'695. 

Sparks teaches a method for growing tissue graft in a patient's own body. The device and 
method of Sparks utilizes non-resorbable materials. It should be noted that Sparks was filed 
in 1967 back when very little resorbable materials were used in tissue appHcations. Currently, 
resorbable materials are widely used and employed in tissue reconstruction as shown by any of 
Brendel,et al, Yannas and Orton. To replace the non-resorbable material of Sparks with current 
resorbable matrixes as taught by Brendel, et al, Yannas and Orton for better tissue response and 
compatibility would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention thereof 

Claims 7,8,9,10,1 1 and 12 do not distinguish over Sparks, et al as modified by any one of 
Brendel, et al, Yannas and Orton.
